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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Rejections not maintained are withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Claims 19-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
SHO 50-10353 in view of Park (US 4151056), substantially for the reasons set forth in 
section 5 of Paper No. 12, together with the following additional observations. 

Applicant's arguments stating that "nothing in Park provides the requisite 
suggestion or motivation to the skilled artisan to apply the composition of Park or any 
other radiation curable composition to the edge face of a roll of adhesive tape" and "JP 
'353 expressly discloses that coatings such as varnishes and lacquers are 
undesirable..., the skilled artisan would refrain from applying a composition such as 
those disclosed in Park to the edge of a roll of tape" (Response, page 5, top paragraph) 
are not persuasive. It should be noted that Applicant argues the cited references 
individually. In response to Applicant's arguments, it is asserted that one cannot show 
non-obviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. Further, the Examiner notes that JP '353 and Park are 
combinable because they are from the same field of endeavor, i.e., a photo-curable 
coating. As such, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
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JP '353 with Park's acrylate monomers, oligomers and polyetheracrylate, motivated by 
the desire to obtain a solvent-free and rapidly photo-curable composition. Lastly, it is 
believed that one of ordinary skill in the art can clearly tell that Park's photo-curable 
coating composition is not the same as the varnishes or lacquers (which are clearly not 
photo-curable) discussed by JP '353. 

With respect to Applicants argument that "Park does not teach a composition 
that includes the reaction product of acrylate oligomer and polyetheracrylate oligomer" 
(Response, page 5, bottom paragraph), the Examiner notes that Park teaches that 
"virtually any monomer or oligomer which can be polymerized by a conventional 
thermally initiated polymerization reaction can be employed as one of the radiation 
reactive components of the radiation curable coating compositions of the prior art" 
(column 1 , lines 28-32). As such, Park's teaching inherently encompasses the use of a 
combination of photo-curable monomers and oligomers.
